me, or any which I have produced. Do they ſay any thing of the 
ſtate of phyſick, as it was in Old Rome in the times of the republick ? | 
-if not, how can they be oppoſed to any teſtimony, T have alleged in 
a-caſe which they do not ſo much as touch upon ? If you mean only. 
to oppoſe - their general-praiſes of phyſick, to all ſuch as have written 
profeſſedly in contempt of it; inſtead of their being ſet againſt me, + 
ſhall be as ready as you to declare myſelf on their fide, and to join in 
giving all due honour to the merit of fo uſeful a profeſſion. P. 1. 
you cenſure ſomewhat ſeverely my application of a verſe in Euripides, 
which, as you ſay, Dr. Middleton has. quoted, and pointed and levelled 
at the faculty, though it ſeems à little unluckily to recoil upon himſelf, and 
redounds to the honour of the profeſſion. As to the verſe itſelf, it has 
not, I.own, any relation to the faculty; and as for any thing that I 
have done towards the-pointing or levelling it at them, I muſt profeſs 
myſelf wholly innocent; having 1 Juſt as I found it, without 
attempting 
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— ſuntar's/ tial mare ct oft, than what it plainly and 
obviouſly ſignifies; viz. that it it not. fitting that faves fhould be ſuf- 
fered to profeſs liberal arts : Which appearing from this paſſage to be 
the notion of polite nations, and being confirmed by another teſti- 
mony brought by me from a Roman poet; the conſequence, which 
I endeavour to draw from it, ſeems to be but juſt and neceſſary, of 
the low eſteem, which phyſick muſt needs be ir! at that time in Rome, 
where ſlaves were allowed to practiſe it ſo freely. And now pray, Sir, 
how is this verſe pointed at all by me to any ſenſe or purpoſe diffe- 
rent from its genuine one? or how does it any way recoil upon my- 
ſelf? or how is it at all to the- purpoſe whether, at Athens, where 
Euripides lived, the profeſſion- of phyſick was prohibited to flaves ? 
If this notion of the verſe be generally allowed to be juſt, that faves 
ought not to meddle with liberal: arts, the concluſion I draw muſt 
needs be as juſt; that where ſlaves: are publickly ſuffered to profeſs 
any arts, there thoſe arts are not thought liberal. And this was the 
very caſt between Athens and Rome: In the firſt, Phyſick was-prohi- 
bited/ to Nlaves,. becauſe the art was there thought honourable ; in the 
latter, it was in a manner engroſſed by flaves, becauſe it was there 
judged contemptible. So that I. cannot ſee any colour of reaſon for 
the reffexion you: make on my uſe of this verſe; no more than for 
the perſuafion you declare yourſelf” to be in, that Euripides had bis eye. 
won phyſick in the application of it; for which; I am ſure, neither the

Ir may ſeem a little Anperübent in me to diſpute the meaning of a

I am till as much perſuaded as ever, from the proper uſe of theſe 
words, that to aſſert any man to be both a client and ſlave together, is 

a mere abſurdity, and oontradiction in terms. This is what I could 
underſtand in Dr. Mead, and not whaty ou ſuppoſe it to be, about ſtrag- 
gers ſubmitting to a ternporary ſlavery on certain conditions.
